END OF AN ERA 

Antique store tom down

Despite the owner’s efforts to 
save the fire-ravaged Reflections 
Antique Emporium (808 
Jerusalem Road), the 100-year- 
old building was demolished 
this week. 

The town issued a demolition 
order a month after the historic 
building was destroyed in a 
three-alarm electrical fire on 
February 13. Owner Karin Gor- 
man, who transformed the for- 
mer tri-town library into her an- 
tique store over 20 years ago, 
was hoping what remained of 
the structure could be salvaged. 

However, Gorman did not 
have an insurance policy on the 
building. Coldwell Banker real- 
tor Laurajean McDonald has the 
property listed for $350,000; 
according to assessor’s records, 
it was valued at $544,000. 



it,” said McDonald. “Maybe 
once it’s vacant, it will be bet- 
ter.” 

Building Inspector Bob Egan 
sought contractor bids for the 
teardown and hired Rosano- 
Davis of Cohasset. Since Gor- 
man couldn’t afford the demoli- 
tion, the town footed the bill 
via a reserve fund transfer ap- 
proved by the Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

The money will be recovered 
once the property is sold, said 
Egan. 



“Unless someone wants to 
save it besides me, essentially 
the land is what’s for sale, and 
I’m crushed,” Gorman said in a 
phone call shortly after the 
demolition order was issued. 

“It’s such a sad situation,” said 
McDonald, adding that accord- 
ing to the town building inspec- 
tor, the rebuilt property could 
be developed into a retail space 
with a residence above it, via a 
special permit. 

So far there hasn’t been much 
movement on the sale front. “I 
haven’t had too many calls on

Design plans to renovate 
Town Hall have made the 
rounds at various board 
meetings, including the 
Community Preservation 
Committee, which voted 
Monday night to approve 
partially funding the plans. 

A feasibility report for the 
proposed renovation is avail- 
able to view on the town 
website. 

The next stop was the 
Tliesday, April 1 Board of Se- 
lectmen meeting; however, 
no votes were taken to in- 
clude the proposed designs 
on the Annu d Town Meet- 
ing warrant. The Town Hall 
Renovation and Restoration 
Committee plans to be back 
before the selectmen and 
present more plans on Mon- 
day, April 7- 

Town Hall Renovation 
chairman David Farrag 
shared the presentation he 
made to the CPC last week, 
explaining the problems 
with both the old and new 
sides of the Town Hall - the 
original 1857 side and the 
1987 addition. 

Farrag made the case for 
renovation, reminding offi- 
cials of how cold it was when 
the CPC met in the Town 
Hall auditorium last week. 
“Everybody was freezing 
with their overcoats on,” said 
Farrag. 

The auditorium is often 
used for overflow when 
meetings are packed, or 
when every other meeting 
room is in use. Farrag noted

Young mother overdoses; administered Narcan

The use of nalaxone, com- 
monly known as Narcan, 
helped save the life of a 34- 
year-old Cohasset mother of 
two young children who had 
apparently overdosed on hero- 
in on Friday (March 28) 
around 11 a.m., police said. 

Officer Harrison Schmidt 
who was working a police de- 
tail nearby was the first on the 
scene at the home where he 
found an unresponsive 
woman on the floor in the 
bathroom. Schmidt started 
CPR. Officer Chris Dias, who 
was working that part of town, 
arrived in his cruiser, and 
brought in the AED (Auto- 
mate External Defibrillator) 
from the cruiser’s trunk that 
was used to help revive the 
woman. Fire department 
paramedics arrived and while 
they were assisting the victim, 
a syringe was found on the 
floor. 

The paramedics adminis- 
tered the Narcan, which can 
counter the effects of a hero- 
in overdose, and she began 
breathing again, police said. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Children and 
Families (DCF) were notified 
and the children were turned 
over the grandfather who had 
arrived earlier and called 9-1- 
1. The woman was brought to 
South Shore Hospital. She is 
being summonsed to Quincy 
District Court to face the 
charges of child endanger- 
ment and possession of a 
Class A drug (heroin). 

In a related matter, Police 
Officer Paul Wilson has re- 
cently been trained on how to 
administer the nasal form of 
Narcan and will be training all 
the other officers, Acting Chief 
William Quigley said. By the 
end of this week, all cruisers 
will be equipped with the 
nasal form of Narcan sup- 
plied by the Norfolk County 
District Attorney’s Office. 

The police department has 
just developed a written pol- 
icy on the administration of 
Narcan that notes that opiate 
overdose (from drugs includ- 
ing heroin, morphine, fen- 
tanyl and oxycodone) is the 
leading cause of accidental 
death in Massachusetts. 

“Naloxone will be deployed 
in all marked department ve- 
hicles for the treatment of 
drug overdose victims,” the 
policy states. “A patrol unit 
shall be dispatched to any 
call that relates to a drug 
overdose. The goal of re- 
sponding officers shall be to 
provide immediate assistance 



via the use of naloxone where 
appropriate, to provide any 
treatment commensurate 
with their training as first re- 
sponders, to assist other EMS 
personnel on scene, and to 
handle any criminal investi- 
gations that may arise.” 



Protective 

custody 

Police responded to a call 
from the Harbor Inn just past 
midnight on Monday (March 

24) about a 35-year-old Co- 
hasset woman who was stay- 
ing there but was heavily in- 
toxicated and had left the es- 
tablishment, heading up on 
Elm Street. Police located the 
woman in front of the po- 
lice-fire station and she was 
taken by ambulance to South 
Shore Hospital due to her 
high level of intoxication. 

Police have the option of 
taking someone who is under 
the influence into protective 
custody; taking them home to 
a responsible adult; or send- 
ing the individual to the hos- 
pital. 

Dog nap 

The Animal Control Offi- 
cer, who was on duty at the 
time of the call at just before 
noon on 'Riesday (March 

25) , responded to a report 
from a cell phone caller 
about a dog that appeared 
to be deceased and was on 
the side of the Forest Av- 
enue at Black Rock Road. 
The ACO, who is familiar 
with the dog - an older 
Labrador mix - found that 
the dog was just taking a 
“cat” nap. 

Domestic 

A 31-year-old father of a 
one-year-old daughter went 
to the police station on 
Wednesday (March 26) at 
12:31 p.m. to report an ar- 
gument with his former fa- 
ther-in-law, who lives in Co- 
hasset, over terms of visita- 
tion with his baby daughter. 
There was no violence be- 
tween the two men. The 
young father wanted the in- 
cident logged, police said. 

He was advised to talk to 
the Norfolk Probate Court 
that handles family trouble 
of this nature. 

Leaf blowing 

Police answered one of 
the first complaints of the 
spring season about leaves 



being blown all over the 
place by a landscape compa- 
ny. Last week’s complaint 
came in at 11:44 a.m. on 
Thursday (March 27) about 
a crew working on the side 
of the road at Fairoaks Lane 
and Sohier Street. The caller 
was anonymous and when 
police arrived, the crew had 
left that location. 

Just resting 

Police and fire responded

lice said. The Audi had to be 
towed and the 18-year-old 
passenger was transported 
to the hospital with non- 
life-threatening injuries, po- 
lice said. National Grid was 
contacted to replace the 
pole.

Egan said that while 
parts of the building ap- 
peared intact after the fire, 
the building was actually 
“beyond repair.” Due to all 
of the water dumped on the 
building to stop the fire, 
rain and freezing tempera- 
tures over the past month, 
the inside was “frozen sol- 
id,” said Egan. 

Leaving the building in 
this condition would have 
been unsafe, the building 
inspector explained. 

“The town has an obliga- 
tion to make safe unsafe 
• structures, and sometimes 
it’s by force because the 
owner isn’t responsive or 
just isn’t able to, which is 
the case here,” said Egan, 
adding that Gorman 
“wasn’t defiant at all, she 
. just didn’t have the where-

Gorman remained hope- 
ful up until the end. “I was 
hoping and praying some- 
one would come forward 
and want to buy it, rehab it, 
or do something,” she said, 
adding that she painted a 
phoenix in the upstairs 
window as a symbol of 
hope, and rising from the 
ashes.

Reflecting 

The building, known for 
its distinctive, colorful 
shingles, was a standout on 
its spot in West Comer. 
While records state that the 
structure was built in 1900, 
town historian David 
Wadsworth believes it was 
even older than that, citing 
a report that chronicles two 
women depositing a bag of 
books at the Charles West 
general store in 1890. 

In 1910, the trustees of 
the Nantasket Library pur- 
chased the building from 
West - for whom West Cor- 
ner was named, “not be- 
cause it’s the west part of 
Cohasset,” said Wadsworth. 

The building served as 
the tri-town library for Co- 
hasset, Hingham and Hull 
through the 1980s. Gorman 
bought the building in 
1994 and turned it into her 
Antique Emporium, at- 
tracting customers from 
near and far over the 
course of 20 years. She was 
planning to close on the 
building’s sale in March. 

Locals are sad to see the 
building go. 

“It was tough,” Egan said 
of the demolition. “It was 
sad in a lot of ways both for 
[Gorman], the lost money 
on it, and the prospective 
buyer, and the town losing 
a piece of history.” 

Wadsworth said that the 
Historical Society owns 
some remnants from inside 
the building from when it

was a library, including “a 
fair amount of books,” and 
furniture including a table, 
brass lamp, and old cap- 
tain’s chairs. 

Back in the 1980s, “we 
were able to save some of 
the interesting materials 
that were associated with 
the library,” the town histo- 
rian said. “We obtained a 
piece of the history.” 

Wadsworth said it was 
“unfortunate” that the 
building itself could not be 
saved. 

“It’s a landmark. I’ve 
been looking at that build- 
ing for as far back as I can 
remember. It’s too bad to 
see it go,” he said. “There 
aren’t a lot of buildings 
around Cohasset that date 
from that era, the latter 
nineteenth century. It had 
an individuality; we’re go- 
ing to miss it.” 

Cohasset Historical Soci- 
ety President Kathy O’Mal- 
ley said she’ll miss driving 
by the iconic Victorian 
building. 

“I live in Hull now and 
when I go back there, it’s 
such a different look,” said 
O’Malley. “It’s sad for the 
history of the budding that 
it wasn’t able to be pre- 
served. It’s another part of 
the town that’s gone. It’s 
absolutely a shame.”

“Restoring it historically 
opened it up to funding op- 
tions,” said Kennedy. “We 
wouldn’t be able to get lot of 
state money if we knocked it 
down and put a new building 
up.”

Town Meeting to have final say on bylaw changes

The governance committee is 
set to sunset following Tbwn 
Meeting, unless the citizens’ 
petition is approved. 

The committee’s chair, Mary 
Jo Larson, and members Irish 
Morse and Ralph Dormitzer, 
were at last Tuesday's selectmen 
meeting to explain the pro- 
posed bylaw changes, which 
have been revised to coincide 
with the amended Tbwn Man- 
ager Act 

Governance revised the Act 
last year, which was approved 
by the April 2013 Town Meet- 
ing and became state law in 
January. Cohasset’s original 
TMA was enacted in 1997. 

Last week, a few of the se- 
lectmen took issue with the 
wording with a few proposed 
changes, including the use of a 
search committee to hire a 
town manager. The selectmen 
hired town manager Chris Sen- 
ior in December after hiring 
consultants from the UMass 
Collins Center to conduct the 
search, without using a town 
search committee. 

The governance committee’s 
proposed wording states that the 
selectmen “may” solicit a search 
committee comprised of town 
residents and “may” choose to 
hire a consulting firm “to work 
in tandem or in the same func- 
tion” as a search committee. 

Larson said this option gives 
the selectmen “options but 
complete flexibility,” while also 
encouraging citizen involve- 
ment

“The way it reads now, you 
could do both," said Dormitzer. 

Morse said it’s best practice 
to allow citizen involvement 
in the search process. With the 
bylaw, “we tried to do it in a 
loose, even-handed way that 
gives you every bit of flexibili- 
ty you had in this search but 
have citizens included. They 
want to be involved.” 
Selectman Martha Gjeste- 
by said she disliked the ambi- 
guity, and noted that the most 
recent search process went 
well. 

“The process was one of the 
best we’ve ever had,” Gjesteby 
said of the town manager 
search, which launched last 
summer before culminating 
with interviews in October 
2013 and hiring Senior in De- 
cember. “We had people screen- 
ing [the candidates] making it 
perfectly even handed.” 
Gjesteby argued that using 
an independent consultant ver- 
sus a citizen committee “took 
the politics out of it.” 

Not only was the process in- 
dependent, said Gjesteby, but 
she believes officials and towns- 
people alike are happy with the 
results. “We did a good job, it 
was satisfying, and the citizens 
I’ve talked to are pleased,” said 
Gjesteby. “I would like that mir- 
rored” in the revised bylaws. 

Selectman Steve Gaumer did 
not see for a need to change the 
governance committee’s sug- 
gested wording. 

“No matter how this reads, I 
think it would be a straight- 
forward interpretation to say 
any future board would have 
the flexibility to create and 
craft an advisory board for 
screening candidates,” said 
Gaumer. “The intent of a bylaw 
is to give this board and future 
boards the guidelines necessary 
to give us the tools required by 
statute... I don’t see this as re- 
strictive.” 

Codifying committees 
The bylaws also codify the 
ad-hoc Budget Planning Group 
as a permanent committee. A 
citizens’ petition also asks to 
make Governance into a stand- 
ing committee. 

Addressing Quigley's con- 
cern from last week’s selectmen 
meeting, during which she stat- 
ed that she felt the BPG 
usurped the selectmen’s au- 
thority, Governance changed 
BPG’s name to “long-range 
planning committee.” 

Morse said that the com- 
mittee does not take authority 
away from the selectmen but 
rather assists with the budget 
process, which is put forth by 
the town manager. Having this 
committee is “good gover- 
nance,” said Morse. 

“The functioning of the 
budget planning group is bring- 



Board of Selectmen on 
Tuesday that the town’s 
brand new website is almost 
ready to launch. 

“Progress is being made - 
it looks much more user- 
friendly,” said Senior. 

The website is one of the 
projects in Bonnell’s plan, 
most of which will be com- 
pleted by fall 2014. Senior 
said that Bonnell is “closing 
the loop” on 2013 and 2014 
projects.

ing together folks from [vari- 
ous] constituencies,” includ- 
ing the Advisory, Capital Budg- 
et and School committees, 
Morse explained. “They help 
craft a more accurate budget. 
It’s a great collaboration we 
have had between these groups, 
and it’s working. 

“By codifying this group, 
we’re actually giving them the 
ability to do that from year to 
year,” Morse continued. “We 
felt that was important enough 
to codify in bylaws, and add 
that committee.” 

Like Quigley, Gjesteby was 
also concerned that the group 
usurps the role of both Capital 
and Advisory. Gjesteby said 
Advisory should be responsible 
for reviewing the budget, with 
Capital doing five-year projec- 
tions. 

Gaumer, who previously 
served as Capital chair, said that 
the committee is not responsi- 
ble for five-year forecasts; that 
comes from the town manag- 
er. Capital is ‘literally charged 
with reviewing the capital plan 
put together by the town man- 
ager,” said Gaumer. 

Gjesteby still questioned the 
need for the BPG. “I’m op- 
posed to having more com- 
mittees; it’s redundant.” 
Gaumer agreed with Morse 
that the BPG functions to bring 
“together all of the committees 
so everyone understands the 
larger concerns” of both the 
town and school budgets. 

Morse added that the BPG is 
an asset to officials in order to 
have the “people handling big 
chunks of money having a con- 
versation. It’s good governance 
and should continue.” 

Quigley said there should be 
a bigger conversation about 
the town’s governance structure, 
and that she saw no need to 
“rush to put into a bylaw a new 
committee before we figure out 
exactly where we’re going and 
how we’re going to get there.” 
Even if the BPG is not codi- 
fied in the bylaws, said Quigley, 
“doesn’t mean it can’t exist” 
Selectmen vice-chair Diane 
Kennedy said that she saw no 
harm in codifying the com- 
mittee in a bylaw. “I think it’s 
very functional; I don’t see the 
harm putting it in the bylaws.” 
Kennedy recalled a former 
town manager “who didn’t 
want to have this expertise on 
long-range forecasting,” but 
the BPG has been “very func- 
tional the past couple years.”

Saltwater or bird droppings 
could affect the new metal 
roof, but nevertheless an up- 
grade to the Lawrence Wharf 
pavilion was approved by the 
Community Preservation 
Committee. 

The committee voted Mon- 
day, March 31 unanimously 
(7-0) to spruce up the pavil- 
ion, perhaps in time for the 
September 13 “Captain John 
Smith Day” in honor of the 
400th anniversary of Smith 
sailing into Cohasset harbor, 
following a lengthy discus- 
sion on whether a metal roof 
would become a target for 
birds or ruined by salt water. 

The pavilion originally had 
a red metal roof, according to 
CPC member and architec- 
tural historian Todd Goff, 
who recently unearthed facts 
on the structure’s origin. 

Board members initially 
thought that the pavilion was 
built in 1914 to recognize the 
300th anniversary of Smith’s 
landing; however last week, 
Goff revealed the structure 
predates that and was in- 
tended to become part of an 
“emerald necklace” park sys- 
tem. 

The renovation amount is 
not to exceed $50,000. 

CPC chairman Russ Bonet- 
ti said that he was in favor of 
the project because it’s not a 
teardown, but mainly just a 
fix-up of the roof, which qual- 
ifies it for historical preser- 
vation. “They’re not really 
changing it much,” he said. 

Tying into the John Smith 
event, the CPC also approved 
the Historical Commission’s 
request to add new benches 
and signage near the pavilion 
explaining what happened 
when Smith sailed into the 
harbor and encountered Co- 
hasset’s native inhabitants.

Other projects 

The CPC also voted to par- 
tially fund design plans to 
renovate Town Hall, to the 
tune of $333,875, or half of 
the plan’s cost. 

The committee was divided 
on this issue, voting 5-1 with 
one abstention. Bonetti said 
that he abstained because he 
received plans the day of the 
meeting and wanted more 
time to review. However, the 
chair said he does support 
the project. 

“We really have no choice - 
something needs to be done,” 
Bonetti said. 

Other projects approved 
recently include paving bas- 
ketball courts at Deer Hill 
School for $72,000, and 
$175,000 for an open space 
purchase of off Norman Todd 
Road. 

Each of these projects will 
appear on the Annual Town 
Meeting warrant and voters 
will have the final say on 
whether these projects are 
funded. Town Meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, April 
28. 

Between each of the proj- 
ects, much of the commit- 
tee’s budget will be depleted 
for the upcoming fiscal year, 
said Bonetti. 

“We’re going to be cleaned 
out; we’ll be done for a while.” 

CPC member and select- 
man liaison Diane Kennedy 
expressed concern during pre- 
vious meetings about whether 
the committee has enough 
funds to cover all of these re- 
quests. Finance Director Mary 



Gallagher shed some light on 
the numbers this week. 

The CPC’s estimated rev- 
enues for fiscal year 2015, 
which starts July 1, is 
$438,195. Based on last year’s 
return from the state Com- 
munity Preservation Act 
(CPA), the CPC anticipates 
another $95,969 for a revenue 
total of $534, 164. 

Five percent of the rev- 
enues, or $26,700, will be 
used to cover administration 
fees, said Bonetti. 

CPC monies fall into sepa- 
rate “pots,” including histori- 
cal preseivation, recreation, 
open space and affordable 
housing, each garnering 10 
percent of CPC funds that 
are deposited annually and 
must be used for that purpose. 
The remainder of the CPC 
money goes into “unallocated” 
and can be used in any of 
those categories. 

Bonetti said the CPC has 
$640,836 in unreserved 
funds: $105,416 in histori- 
cal, $108,553 in open space, 
and $124,486 in housing. 

The proposed projects 
would be funded accordingly: 

• The Lawrence Wharf 
pavilion will use $41,000 
from historical and $9,000 
from unreserved; 

• The John Smith signs and 
benches will take $11,000 
from historical; 

• The basketball courts will 
be paid for with $72,000 
from unreserved; 

• The Norman Todd Road 
land restriction will cost 
$66,447 of CPC revenues and 
$108,553 from open space.

Check your 
medicine cabinets 



The recent news that heroin addiction has reached epi- 
demic proportions right here in our backyard is frighten- 
ing. The old cliche of that comes to mind of a “junkie” sit- 
ting dazed or passed out in a dark comer of an inner-city 
street doesn’t fit with our image of life here in Cohasset or 
the South Shore. 

Rather than feeling completely helpless about the situa- 
tion - there is something that all of us can do and that is 
clean out our medicine cabinets of old, outdated or unused 
prescriptions. Many of us have been prescribed painkillers 
for a variety of ailments or following medical procedures. 
Unfortunately their description of “painkillers” is killing 
more than pain. Potential heroin addicts often get started 
on oxycodone or other prescription opiates that might be 
hanging around. 

Public safety officials agree that getting unused prescrip- 
tion drugs out of residents’ medicine cabinets is an impor- 
tant tool in keeping them out of circulation - and thereby 
preventing addictions and the crime and misery that often 
accompany them. 

To that end, the Cohasset Police Department has a drug 
take-back container in the lobby. There is no charge to de- 
posit old prescriptions there. 

For environmental and other reasons, these containers 
provide a safe method of disposing of the drugs keeping 
them from being flushed down the toilet or tossed in the 
household trash that creates environmental problems. 

Acting Chief William Quigley says police are asking that 
people take a couple of minutes this week to look through 
their medicine cabinet, then put leftover or expired med- 
ication in a bag, and drop it in the drug kiosk located in 
the front lobby of the police station. 

“It’s not necessary to talk to a police officer or even leave 
your name. Responsible disposal of old medications today 
could save you or a loved one major problems tomorrow,” 
Quigley said. 

In the just developed, wri tten policy on the administra- 
tion of nasal Narcan for Cohasset police officers - it is stat- 
ed that opiate overdose is the leading cause of accidental 
death in Massachusetts. Over the past week, here in Co- 
hasset, a young mother of two nearly died of an apparent 
heroin overdose. 

This drug battle is going to take a united effort from a 
range of public safety, medical, governmental and educa- 
tional resources - but we can make a difference right at 
home by getting rid of medications safely that could cause 
problems for a family member or be an attraction for a 
would-be drug thief.

HKT Architects was chosen 
as the architectural firm to as- 
sist in conducting the BIM 
Study and feasibility with the 
‘committee.

to be shot from the 1987 por- 
tion of town hall. In doing so 
it became apparent that there 
were deterioration issues with 
the exterior of the building as 
well as leeks on the inside. 

In the Summer of 2013, a 
full study of the 1987 portion 
building envelope was con- 
ducted which found among 
other things that the building 
was in a state of disrepair. 

The paint was peeling in poor 
condition. There were large 
areas of peeling, organic 
growth and split cracked and 
rotted clapboards. Calking on 
windows and many of the 
windows were in poor condi- 
tion. Some of the sashes of 
the windows were repaired at 
some point with drywall 
screws. Other windows were 
buckled to leakage of water 
through the years. Pictures 
were taken on the many prob- 
lems and are a part of the re- 
port Some of the wood on 
the exterior was so rotted that 
you could push a pencil 
through the rotted wood. 

The roof of the 1987 portion 
of town hall had issues as well. 
There was cracked, frayed and 
curled shingles on the roof. 
Tabs had worn away. Some of 
the joints in the aluminum 
gutters leaked and some of the. 
downspouts were not proper- 
ly connected. Flashing was 
missing in some places as 
well. 

As the committee began 
their work of looking at differ- 
ent configurations for the 
town hall, originally the focus 
was within the envelope of the 
current building. The com- 
mittee through the architects 
designed a number of plans to 
restore the old portion of the 
building and updating and/or

reconfiguring the 1987 por- 
tion. However, once it was 
discovered that the 1987 por- 
tion was in substantial disre- 
pair the committee began to 
integrate that information 
into different possibilities. 

An estimate was completed 
as to the exterior report and 
the cost to repair just the exte- 
rior could exceed $700,000. 
That was just the exterior. It 
was clear that the 1987 por- 
tion of town hall was going to 
need considerable restoration 
and renovation as well. 

Another aspect of the study 
was to test for asbestos in the 
old portion of town hall. Ex- 
tensive sampling was done in 
51 different places throughout 
the old town hall. The test re- 
sults revealed asbestos in a 
few places, such as the electri- 
cal box in the attic, on some of 
the pipes, metal duct, and 
boiler room. However, the 
cost of remediation was esti- 
mated as $27,000 which was 
less than expected. 

The full 2014 Feasibility 
Study can be found on the 
Town of Cohasset website. It 
includes all the design plans 
and their variations, as well as 
the recommended plans. The 
full exterior report and pic- 
tures can be found there as 
well.

To a baseball purist, there 
are very few moments as spe- 
cial as attending opening day 
at Fenway Park. However, as 
exciting and alive as the day is 
for the fans we shouldn’t for- 
get that for the owners, Major 
League Baseball is a first and 
foremost a business. This is 
why I am astonished by the 
Red Sox’s decision to retain 
Jerry Remy as the team’s TV 
analyst 

The Fenway Sports Group 
which owns the Red Sox and 
the broadcasting entity, 

NESN are tremendously 
savvy businessmen. In the 
roughly 12 years since the 
group purchased the team 
they’ve brought three World 
Series Championships to the 
city of Boston and produced 
billions of dollars in revenue 
for themselves and the array 
of businesses who aligned 
themselves with the team. 

Yes I typed billions, which is 
why it seems illogical that the 
same folks who’ve convinced 
us to buy bricks, $5 bottles of 
water, pink hats, member- 
ships to ‘Red Sox Nation’ and 
tickets to concerts with poor 
sound and sight lines would 
jeopardize their positive cash 
flow by having someone who’s 
become such a polarizing fig- 
ure to represent their brand 
on television. 

In case you are unfamiliar 
with the back stoiy; Jerry 
Remy, the one-time second 
baseman for the Boston Red 
Sox has been doing color com- 
mentary on NESN for close to 
25 years. During that time, 
Remy’s good fortune has 
climbed right along with the 
Sox, that is until last summer 
when his son Jared was ar- 
rested for murdering Jennifer 
Martel. At that point, the me- 
dia personality of Jerry Remy 
began to slowly peel away ex- 
posing the chaotic personal 
side of Remy. 

As the details of Jared 
Remy’s violent history 
emerged, so did a picture of 
parents supporting and en- 
abling a son who was a drug- 
using bully whose path of vio- 
lence against women led to 
his being accused of the beat- 
ing death of a young woman 
in front of her child. 

Let’s be fair, the misfortune

of a child does not necessarily 
mean poor parenting. There 
are plenty of situations where 
parents try their best to help a 
child only to watch that child 
spin further and further out of 
control. Many who are stand- 
ing by Remy want to assume 
that this is the case, but unfor- 
tunately the behavior of Jared 
is not the exception in the 
Remy household it’s the 
norm. 

In the past five years, the 
Remy’s two other grown chil- 
dren have also been arrested 
for acts of violence; three chil- 
dren, three significant arrests. 
Jared’s brother was arrested 
for sexually groping a woman 
in a bar and his sister arrested 
for amongst other things; as- 
sault and battery with a dan- 
gerous weapon and resisting 
arrest by kicking a police offi- 
cer in the groin. 

When one child exhibits vi- 
olent tendencies it’s easy to 
look at it as ‘nature over nur- 
ture’. When all three exhibit 
violent tendencies dismissing 
the nurture aspect becomes a 
reach. Somewhere along the 
way, the Remy children got 
the sense that violent behavior 
was an acceptable quality. 

Let’s circle back to the Red 
Sox. Fans care about what 
happens between the white 
lines, owners care about what 
happens to the bottom line. 
Public opinion matters greatly 
to the Fenway Sports Group 
as every additional viewer to a 
Sox game means a higher rate 
NESN can charge per adver- 
tising spot; conversely, even 
the smallest drop in viewer- 
ship results in reduced adver- 
tising revenue. A swing of a 
few percentage points could 
be the difference in millions of 
dollars. 

Dollars are the reason why I 
am truly stunned that the Sox 
and NESN have opted to keep 
Remy. It’s a very good thing 
for the Sox when people are 
actively debating who should 
be the starting center fielder 
on the team; it’s another when 
they are debating Jerry 
Rem/s culpability regarding a 
murder allegedly committed 
by his son. Over the past 
month the debate has taken 
center stage on the airwaves, 
in the papers and on the In- 



ternet. Camps seem to be 
evenly split on the issue with 
very little middle ground, 
making Remy a highly polar- 
ized figure. For the record, I 
strongly question if Ferny’s 
Boston supporters would be 
so adamant if he was working 
for the Yankees. 

How is it that a business 
built on creating passion and 
whose valuation hinges on 
maximizing interest is willing 
to back someone who has 
Oike it or not) become a sym- 
bol for domestic violence? I 
honestly don’t know. 

I am diehard Red Sox fan, a 
season ticket holder who loves 
going to Fenway and if I am 
home I rarely miss a game on 
NESN. Over the years, I have 
found sitting back on the 
couch and watching the game 
to be a relaxing escape from 
the craziness of day-to-day 
life. Not so anymore. NESN 
no longer provides a pleasant 
distraction; rather listening to 
Remy is a constant reminder 
of what is wrong in life. 

Earlier this year NESN re- 
assigned Red Sox sideline re- 
porter Jenny Dell because 
she’s dating and living with 
Sox third baseman Will Mid- 
dlebrooks. Somehow NESN 
determined that being in love 
is more offensive that being 
associated with domestic vio- 
lence and murder. 

So what does this all have to 
do with Cohasset? Well be- 
sides the fact that my couch is 
in Cohasset I guess the an- 
swer would be simple human 
decency impacts us all. I am 
conflicted in my feelings to- 
wards Remy, sometimes feel 
bad for the situation he’s in, 
other times I feel he’s an en- 
abler. However every time I 
hear him, I think of a mur- 
dered woman and that is just 
not the association one wants 
when watching a ball game. 
You’d think that the savvy 
folks in the Fenway Sports 
Group would have figured 
that out

School buses : 
buy or lease? 



Officials 

weigh 

options

Starting next school year, 
the school district could begin 
leasing its fleet ofbuses, rather 
than purchasing. 

This was discussed at both 
the Capital Budget and School 
Committee meetings this week. 
The capita] committee voted to 
recommend to the Advisory 
Committee that the district 
lease seven buses starting in M 
2014, and eight at the end of 
three years to replace one pur- 
chased bus. 

School Committee member 
Mary McGoldrick, who at- 
tended the capital meeting on 
Tuesday, April 1, said Wednes- 
day that the “main driver for 
leasing [buses] as opposed to 
buying and owning is that even 
when you turn them over [for] 
maintenance, the town is not in 
the position to fix them... It 
seemed like a more logical way 
to approach it” 

School board member He- 
lene Lieb wondered if this ap- 
proach is common in other 
districts. School Business Man- 
ager Dave DeGennaro said 
that the Hingham school dis- 
trict has a frill service lease for

buses, also leasing mainte- 
nance services. 

Member Jeanne Astino said 
that ideally, the district would 
get to do a trial run, leasing half 
of the buses before leasing all of 
them. 

“If this plan doesn’t work 
the way people think it should, 
then we’re on the hook seven 
buses,” said Astino. “There’s 
maintenance that needs to be 
performed locally in order for 
us to honor the warrantee.” 
Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo said that the decision 
is not final - the Advisory Com- 
mittee still needs to consider 
the proposition. 

“We’re chasing the bus situ- 
ation,” said Cataldo. "Whether 
we lease or buy, we need a 
commitment every three years. 
It still has to go to advisory. .. we 
don’t know what they will do.” 
Safety is the bottom line, the 
superintendent added. “I just 
want safe buses for the kids; 
that’s my primary goal.” 

School board vice-chair Paul 
Ognibene said that the leasing 
solution could be a good one, “if 
the devil and the details all 
work ouCadding that howev- 
er, “It’s a Cadillac solution... I 
would think it’s very expensive.” 
Astino wondered what the 
district would do with buses be- 
ing taken out of service. 

Lieb said that local buses 



can end up in unexpected 
places. 

“I’ve seen some buses in Cos- 
ta Rica from the South Shore - 
it was really weird,” said Lieb. 

Student Services 

In other news, the school 
district posted the Director for 
Student Services position fol- 
lowing Lori Villani’s resigna- 
tion. Superintendent Barbara 
Cataldo reported that a few 
resumes have been received, 
and Curriculum Supervisor 
Louise Demas will lead the in- 
terviews, assembling a com- 
mittee. 

Cataldo said the district has 
a “short window” to hire some- 
one for the 2014-2015 school 
year; if a candidate is not iden- 
tified, an interim will be hired 
using a critical shortage grant. 

The superintendent said that 
she knows of two retired di- 
rectors that could be hired as 
interim director for a year; 
however, since they are retired, 
they cannot be hired perma- 
nently. 

“We can hire for one year 
only and have to re-open the 
search” next year, said Cataldo, 
adding that she would recom- 
mend hiring an interim direc- 
tor “to keep the house in order.”

ASSIST Mil JTAKY FAMILIES (S 2052) 

House 146-0, approved and sent to Gov. Deval Patrick a bill that would expand financial and education benefits and many other services for veterans, active-duty military personnel and their 
families. Provisions include allowing private-sector employers to give preference to veterans and spouses of 100 percent disabled veterans; increasing penalties for disturbances of military funer- 
als; allowing college students who are called to active duty the option to complete their courses at a later date or withdraw and receive a refund of all tuition and fees; and waiving the initial appli- 
cation fee for vets seeking any kind of business license. 

Supporters said the state should provide these additional benefits and opportunities to the thousands of Bay State veterans who in harm's way have served and are still serving our nation. They 
noted that one in three homeless people in the nation are veterans, and that one in five Massachusetts veterans suffer post-traumatic stress and 11 percent suffer traumatic brain injuries. 

(A ‘Yes' vote is for the bill.) 

PROHIBIT SHACKLING OF FEMALE INMATES (S 8978 

House 146-0, approved a bill that would prohibit the shackling of a female prisoner during pregnancy, labor and delivery except to prevent her from escaping or seriously injuring herself or oth- 
ers. It would also establish minimum standards for the treatment and medical care of pregnant prisoners to promote safe and healthy pregnancy outcomes, including adequate nutrition and pre- 
natal care. The Senate has approved a different version of the bill. The House version now goes to the Senate for consideration. 

Supporters said that shackling a female prisoner during birth is an archaic practice that should have been banned years ago. They argued that all women deserve a safe, healthy pregnancy and 
birth of their baby. 

(A “Yes’ vote is for the bill.) 

EXTEN D DEADLINE FOR FILING AMENDMENTS TO Bill. HIKING MINIMUM WAGE (H 8896) 

House 31-115, rejected a motion to increase from two days to five days the length of time representatives are given to file amendments to the bill increasing the minimum wage, making changes 
to the state's unemployment insurance system and establishing rights and protections for domestic workers. 

Extension supporters said many legislators have not had time to read the just-released bill and craft amendments. They argued that there is no harm in giving additional time to file amend- 
ments to this important piece of legislation. 

Extension opponents said that two days is a reasonable time and is the same amount of time legislators are given to draft amendments to the multi-billion dollar state budget 

(A “Yes" vote is for the extension to five days. A “No” vote is against it) 

ALSO UP ON BEACON HILL 

LEGALIZE SPARKLERS AND MORE (H 3262) - The House gave initial approval to a bill legalising some currently banned small fireworks including sparklets, snake and glow worms, smoke 
devices and “trick noisemakers' such as party poppers, snappers and drop pops. Supporters said the current ban ou thee small-time novelty items is another example of excessive government in- 
trusion that limits people's choices. They argued that adults and children can be properly trained to use these devices safely. Opponents said the current ban is reasonable and has worked well in 
reducing the number of accidents on the Fourth of July and other times these items are mishandled and cause tragedies. 

“BOSTON STRONG’ LICENSE PLATES (S 2072) - The Senate approved legislation that would allow drivers to purchase “Boston Strong” license plates for an additional $50 or more above 
the regular biennial $50 fee for a license plate. Proceeds would benefit the One Fund that raises funds for the victims of the Boston Marathon bombings. The House in January approved a differ- 
ent version of the bill. The Senate version now goes to the House for consideration. Supporters said the revenue from the additional $50 fee would allow people to contribute financial support to 
victims who were impacted by this tragedy. They noted that the plates are one more way to honor the victims and their families 

UNCLE SAM DAY (H 2813) -The House gave initial approval to a bill establishing September 13 as Uncle Sam Day to commemorate Arlington, Massachusetts native “Unde’ Sam Wilson. 

Supporters say that Wilson in the early 1800s supplied barrels of meat to the UJS. Army and induded the initials UJS. on the barrels. At that time, the abbreviation for the United States was rel- 
atively new and not widely used. Soldiers eventually associated the initials with Sam and the moniker “Unde Sam’ was bom. The town of Arlington has led the campaign to promote Wilson. In 
1976 the town erected a statue ofWilson and in 1999 the Unde Sam Committee was created by Arlington’s Thwn Meeting to promote an Uncle Sam Day. The House also gave initial approval to 
a measure establishing October 18 as Inflammatory Breast Cancer Awareness Day to raise awareness of the occurrence of the disease and encourage regular testing (H 2901). 

STATE WORKERS' SAFETY (H 2460) - The Labor and Workforce Development Committee approved a bill that would expand health and safety protections to cover state employees. The Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Act (OS HA) covers private employees but 26 states have exercised the act's option of extending the OS HA protections to public workers. Supporters said this would 
cover an estimated 150,000 state workers who perform jobs that are sometimes just as dangerous as private sector ones. 

LOTTERY SCAMMERS ( H 25) - The Committee on Consumer Protection and Professional Licensure gave a favorable report to a bill designed to crack down on “ten percenters’ who cash in 
winning lottery tickets for “scofflaw” winners who owe child support or state taxes. The moniker “ten percenter" is uaed because the people who cash in the tickets are generally given 10 percent of 
the winnings for helping tire winners avoid paying taxes or child support. The ten percenter then gives the remainder of the money in cash to the winner. The Lottery currently compiles reports 
on anyone who cashes in 20 or more tickets annually but does not have the power to withhold the winnings. The measure gives the Lottery the power to do so. 

MUST LABEL FOOD WITH GMOS (H 813) - The Committee on Environment, Natural Resources and Agriculture gave a favorable report to a bill that would require all foods that contain 
genetically modified orga n is m s (GMOs) to be labeled as such. GMO refers to crop plants that have been modified in a laboratory to enhance desired traits including resistance to herbicides. Sup- 
porters of labeling say that consumers have the right to know what is in the food that they eat They note that there are safety concerns and risks involved with eating genetically modified food. La- 
beling opponents say that genetically modified foods are perfectly safe.

CREATE OFFICE OF HEALTH EQUITY (H 3888) - The House approved and sent to the Senate a bill creating an Office of Health Equity. The office would coordinate all activities to elimi- 
nate racial and ethnic health and health care disparities in Massachusetts and prepare an annual plan to do so. ‘Health care disparities* refers to gap6 in general health and the quality of health care 
and its availability across racial and ethnic groups. Supporters said that while some disparities have been reduced in the past few years, many still remain. 

GYM CLASSES (S 2047) - The Education Committee gave a favorable report to a bill that would amend the current law that requires physical education to be taught as a required subject in all 
grades for all students but allows cities and towns to determine the amount of mandated time. The measure requires that the instruction be age-appropriate and include physical activity, nutrition 
and wellness with a focus on physical competence, health-related fitness and enjoyment of physical activity that benefits children physically, cognitively, emotionally and socially. Another provision 
requires the edocaRn" commissioDer to conduct an evaluation of the duration, frequency and content of current physical education classes and to report its findings to the Legislature.

At the Breakfast State Senator John F. Keenan 
of Quincy spoke about the importance of physi- 
cians utilizing the Prescription Monitoring Pro- 
gram (PMP), a database that analyzes prescrib- 
ing and dispensing trench for opiates; provides par 

tient prescription history information and inform 
mation to regulatory and law enforcement agen- 
cies concerning drug distribution and diversion. 

The Governor has declared a state of emer- 
gency on opiate abuse and it’s a public health is- 
sue we can’t ignore” said Koed, “prescription drug 
abuse is the leading gateway to heroin addiction 
and tools like the PMP and Narcan can help us 
win this battle."

Yes. On many occasions since 2011, 1 have 
requested that the Board discuss issuing an 
RFP for legal services. I believe it is important 
that all contract services are competitively bid 
at least every few years. 

It is incumbent on the Board of Selectmen to 
dearly detail the roles and responsibilities of 
Tbwn Counsel. Our bylaws may need to be re- 
visited as the relationship among the BoS, 
Tbwn Manager and Tbwn Counsel is not delin- 
eated and should be darified. Access to Coun- 
sel should be defined and understood by all, so 
when Counsel is offering advice, it is befog de- 
livered to the Tbwn, or the Board, as a whole. 
The Board of Selectmen appoints Tbwn Coun- 
sel, per our by-laws, but the Tbwn Manager ad- 
ministers the day-to-day activities of the Tbwn, 



so we also need to provide guidelines so that 
Tbwn Counsel can navigate potential situations 
in which the Board and the Manager are at 
odds. 

Most “town counsel” services typically fall 
under a retainer and are only one part of the 
town’s need for legal services; it is important 
for the BoS to have a discussion about the roles 
for town counsel, the use of other counsel (land 
use, litigation, contracts, employment, etc.) and 
how these relationships are structured. 

Last summer, the Board began discussing 
goals and objectives for the current year; a re- 
view of legal services was and remains my top 
priority. This includes not only the issuance of 
an RFP, but clearly articulated guidelines for 
the Tbwn and its legal representatives.

The RFP needs to be a tool that helps us bet- 
ter manage our legal work. We need to deter- 



mine if the market can deliver a better cost- 
structure for our legal work. We should not 
look for the cheapest services; instead we 
should focus on quality and performance. I’m 
interested in brainstorming a successful strate- 
gy to identify efficiencies in delivering legal 
services. 

One area we can improve immediately is to 
open up the opinions of Town Counsel to help 
our boards and committees set their policies. 
Too often these decisions are not made avail- 
able outside the selectmen’s office. We need to 
stop throwing the cloak of secrecy over Coun- 
sel’s work; that effort will help us both improve 
decision-making, and save tax dollars. 

If I’m re-elected, I look forward to working 
with our new town manager, Chris Senior, to 
create a plan assuring that our tax dollars are 
wisely spent for legal services.

How to avoid overuse injuries in youth sports

Winter is officially over; 
and with a little luck, warm 
and breezy spring weather 
will be here soon. Before you 
know it, kids of alls ages will 
be suiting up for spring train- 
ing. I can almost hear the 
crack of a bat and the hollow 
pop of a soccer ball. Partici- 
pation in organized sports is 
growing in numbers, with 
more than 35 million players 
each year. And with good rea- 
son; playing a sport not only 
helps develop muscle, but it 
shapes other skills as well. 
Experiencing a personal best 
or coming together with oth- 
ers as a team can be a mem- 
orable life lesson, and parents 
are becoming more and more 
supportive as children and 
teens clamor to take their 
place on a team. It is a great 
way for kids to spend time 
with friends having fun, and it 
also sets them up to a lifelong 
habit of exercise. 

Thda/s young athletes, even 
as young as 8 or 10, are fo- 
cused and many compete on 
an expert skill level. In many 
cases, a young athlete may 
devote him or herself to one 
sport and train year round. 
While it is great to reach for 
the stars and commit to ex- 
cellence on the soccer field, 
the baseball field, or whatev- 
er sport they may choose; 
overuse injuries become a risk 
when training at this level. As 
a physical therapist, I treat a 
growing number of kids for 
trauma to bone, muscle and 
tendons. According to Safe 
Kids USA, overuse injuries 
account for nearly half of all 
middle school and high school 
injuries. Many of these in- 
juries can be prevented by 
proper training; as well as 



paying attention to warm- 
ups, cool-downs, nutrition 
and hydration. 

Children and teens are 
more vulnerable than adults 
to overuse injuries because 
they grow so rapidly. Muscle, 
bone, and tendon growth 
takes place in fits and starts in 
a young body - and many 
times that uneven growth can 
create an imbalance. TYaining 
intensely for a singular sport 
engages the same muscle 
group and year-round train- 
ing can short-change rest and 
recovery time. Overuse in- 
juries such as soft tissue 
strains and sprains, shin 
splints, shoulder, elbow, hip 
and thigh injuries, and ACL 
and Achilles tendon are com- 
mon under these circum- 
stances. Although these in- 
juries are treatable and can 
have a fast recovery time, they 
can cause discomfort and re- 
sult in time spent on the 
bench. 

How to tell if your child 
has an overuse injury. 

To help keep your ldd in the 
game and reduce risk of in- 
jury, it pays to be aware of the 
potential so that you can rec- 
ognize it when you see it. 
Sometimes, we have to look 
for indicators of injury be- 
cause children can’t always 
communicate feelings of pain 
or fatigue when they feel it, 
and they may be under pres- 
sure to compete. 

Telltale signs of overtrain- 
ing: 

Child shows less interest in 
practice; 

Pain that increases with the 
activity; 

Swelling; and 

Change of technique. 

Treatment: 

Physical therapy for an 
overuse injury centers on 
healing the pain at the specific 



site and then working to cor- 
rect the imbalance within t)ie 
body. Inflammation and 
swelling are addressed first to 
relieve pain and increase mo- 
bility. At Peak we use a com- 
bination of electrical stimu- 
lation, cold laser therapy, ul- 
trasound, massage, and 
hot/cold therapy. The thera- 
pist will then work to stretch 
and mobilize joints, tendons, 
and muscle to increase range 
of motion and flexibility. Once 
pain and swelling has been re- 
duced and mobility has been 
restored, the patient is ready 
to train the muscle(s) for 
strength, coordination and 
power. The good news is that 
after going through physical 
therapy for an injury, many 
young athletes actually get 
back in the game stronger 
and with an enhanced skills 
set. 

Prevention 

Cross training: 

The best way to protect 
your child from the risk of 
overuse injuries is to encour- 
age cross-training. A strong 
core is the base of strength in 
the human body, and not all 
exercise and sports activities 
engage the core. Pilates-based 
exercise and the use of certain 
specialized equipment i.e. the 
Bosu ball, medicine balls and 
Swiss balls can be used to ad- 
dress core weakness. 

Nutrition and hydration: 

Nutrition and hydration are 
also key elements in keeping 
your child safe from injury. 
Our bodies are two-thirds wa- 
ter, so it is important to re- 
place fluids during activity. 
Even mild dehydration can 
physically or mentally affect a 
young athlete, increasing risk 
of injury. It is also important 
for your child or teen to keep 
up with his or her growing 
body with proper nutrition, 



especially before practice and 
on game day. Lack of nutri- 
ents can lead to fatigue, ele- 
vating the risk of injury dur- 
ing play. 

Warm up and cool down. 

Make sure your son or 
daughter is participating in 
proper warm-up exercises be- 
fore a work out. These exer- 
cises make the tissue warm 
and flexible, reducing the 
chance of injury. Cool downs 
are equally important - vig- 
orous exercise can cause dizzi- 
ness, so your youngster needs 
to walk it off to ensure safety. 



A child’s participation in 
organized sports can be ex- 
citing and fun for the whole 
family. By following a few 
guidelines, such as ensuring 
proper training and condi- 
tioning, paying attention to 
nutrition and hydration, and 
teaching your child the im- 
portance of warm-ups and 
cool-downs, you can protect 
him or her from many com- 
mon injuries.

Once final camp decisions have 
been made and registration logistics 
are well underway, parents and 
guardians of first-time campers 
may be unsure of how to prepare 
themselves and their children for 
upcoming summer camp experi- 
ences. The American Camp 
Association, New England offers 
the following pointers: 



!. Pack efficiently — What 
gear will you need? Your camp 
offers the best advice -what 



campers really do need. If a 
packing list is provided by the 
camp, carefully follow it. 
Whether you’re filling a day- 
pack for day camp or a duffle, 
backpack or trunk for overnight 
camp, remember that more is 
not necessarily better. Over 
packing is the most common 
camp prep error families make. 
Over packing creates difficulty 
in finding essential items 
quickly— the swimsuit for free 
swim, for instance. Over pack- 
ing increases the chances that 
possessions will get lost some- 
where in camp. Over packing 
burdens the camper. 

2. Pack together -Ilf 
campers are to manage their 
belongings while at camp (for 
the day or for weeks at a time). 



they need to pack them! Camp 
experiences teach children valuable 
life lessons in how to keep 
track of and to take care of their 
belongings If adults do the packing 
for arid not with campers, children 
don't know what they have or 
where to find it. 

3. Practice Independence — 
Camp provides an opportunity 
for each child to benefit as an 
indiv idual and as a member of a 
group, from time spent in a world 
designed exclusively for children. 
It also offers parents and children 
a chance to practice normal, 
healthy separation, for the day 
or for several days or weeks at 
a time. At camp, children develop 
autonomy and a stronger sense 
of self. They make new friends, 
build skills, and experience 
teamwork. And at the end of 
camp, parents report their children!* 
increased sense of independence. 
Schedule some time away from 
home for the day or overnight 
with friends and family members. 

4 Talk, talk, talk - lit is only 
natural that as the first day of 
camp approaches, some children 
may experience uneasiness.
